VICTORIA, May 20.—The legisia- 
ture adjourned on Saturday evening 
until August 14. The only business to 
be taken up at the later date ts the 
prohibition question, That matter has 
reached the point where a decision de- 
pends on whether the government ac- 
cepts’the defeat of the referendum by 
soldiers vote or concludes that fraud 
took place in taking the ballots tn 
England and France and that in this 
manner the victory of the prohibition- 
ists was turned into a defeat, In order 
to settle that potnt a commission of 
three Liberal members of the house 
has been named to go to England to 
investigate the soldiers voteo. The 
commissioners are Messrs. Whiteside 
of New Westminster, Pauline of Vic- 
toria and Cnarles Nelson of Slocan, 
They are empowered to call witnesses 
and otherwise to investigate in Eng- 
land and France and on their report 
the government has promised to act. 

One of the last acts of the session 
on Saturday was to pass an amend- 
ment to the public inquiry act to pro- 
vide for a further probe into the af- 
fairs of the Pacific Great Eastern rail- 
way. 

R. D. Thomas, secretary of the Pa- 
cific Great Eastern railway company, 
who has been in custody since April 18 
for contempt of the house in refusing 
to answer questions, was ordered re- 
leased.

Kennedy Jones, Directors of 
Food Economy, Makes 
Statement.

LONDON, May 20.—Kennedy Joney, 
director of food economy, expressed 
the belief that the German submarines 
wero beginning to be mastered. In 
an address delivered at Edinburg on 
Saturday evening on the necessity of 


economy in fgod consumption, Mr. 
Jones said: 

“We have beon able, thanks to the 
ingenuity of the admiralty and the 


skill of our sailors, to make attacks 
by a new method on the German U- 
boats which so far have been attend- 
ed by success, J think that success 
will continue. Tt might produce an 
earlier termination of the war than 
those high in command allow them- 
selves to hope for.” 

Mr. Jones added that the necessity 
for compulsory rationing had_ not 
arisen and that the country showed 
distinct signs of obeying the food 
controller's injunctions. Our supplies 
of wheat and wheat substitutes, with 
the possible exception of oatmeal, give 
less cause for anxiety than they did 
six weeks ago. 


FRENCH PASSENGER 
STEAMER SUNK 


PARIS. May 20—The lrench steam- 
er Colbert, carrying a number of 
French military pasengers, was torpe- 
doed ahd sunk in the Mediterranean on 
April 30 by a Teuton submarine, Fif- 
ty-one persons, including the comman- 
der of the €essel, lost their lives. An-

Mrs. Sophia Wrigglesworth, the wife 


of Thomas Wigglesworth, of 10191 


90th street, with her two children, 
Vera, cged elx, and Vernon, -aged 
three years, were struck by an auto- 
mobile, owned and driven by Freder- 
ick Guertin, of North Edmonton, at 
the intersection of Jasper ave., and 
116th street last night and painfully 
injured. Guertin, who runs a black- 
smith’s shop at North Edmonton, and 
is well known in the city, was arrested 
immediately after the accident by 
Police Inspector Schute and locked up, 
pending a report as to the nature of 
the injuries received by the victims. 
He will be charged in the police court 
this morning under Section 286 of the 
criminal code, charged with furious 
driving and carelessness in causing 
injury to Mrs. Wigglesworth and the 
children, who were taken to the Royal 
Alexandra hospital. 
Happened at Ten O'Clock 

The accident occurred at a few min- 
utes before ten o'clock and was of a 
sensational nature, I*or a time all 
sorts of rumors were in circulation to 
the effect that several persons had 
been killed, all of which, fortunately, 
turned out to be without foundation. 

At the time mentioned Mr, Wiggles- 
worth, who is employed as messenger 
in the Bank of Nova Scotia and has 
lived in Kdmonton for the past nine 
years, Was at the south-west corner 
of the street crossing on Jasper ave. 
with his family. Street car No, 78, in 
charge of Conductor W. Sparks and 
Motorman H, Cameron, going cast, 
was slowing down to make the stop 
and Mrs, Wiggleswor-h started acros# 
the avenue toward it, leading a child 
by either hand, Her husband, carry- 
‘ng the baby was behind her. 

Before she reached the street car 
the automobile, which, according to 
the statements of witnesses, made to 
the police, was running at a speed of 
at least 256 miles an hour, came from 
the west, golhg in the same direction. 
It struck the little group with tre- 
mendous force. Mrs. Wigglesworth 
was thrown 10 feet and fell beside the 
street car. The boy and girl lay side 
by, side in the rvad, havirg apparently 
been run over, 

Skidded 103 Fwet, 

The automobile, with its brakes sct 
and the wheels locked fast, skidded, 
according to the measurcments made 
by the policé, 103 feet from the point 
of contact across 115th street, and a 
considerable distance the other side, 

There was a ecmi-panic among the 
passengers on the street car. Women 
shricked and men rushed for the 
coors. Mr. Wigglesworth, holding the 
infant in his arms, hurried to where 
his wife lay unconscious, with the 
blood streaming down her face. Thero 
was much confusion, Guertin came 
back to see what he coulé do and says 
that someone, he does not know who, 
puched him hard in the face. At

Army Must Fight 
PETROGRAD, via London, May 20, 
Prince Lvoff, the Russian premier, 
made a long statement at a@ press re-

Prince Lyoff, after 
the nation had been 
ode of an abyss, said: 

“The government considers that ite 
first duty is to consolidate the fight- 
ing strength of the army, as well as 
actively supporting the allies. The 
government considers that it is its 
duty to proclaim‘clearly and definitely 
its desire for the consolidation of a 
speedy peace; but, in speaking of 
peace without annexations or indem- 
nities, the government declares it is 
not a question of passive defense. Free 
Russia will not consent to leave under 
tne yoke of German militarism, terri- 
tories which were abandoned owing 
to the criminal negligence of the old 
regime. Neither can Russia remain 
indifferent to the fate of Belgium, 
Serbia or Roumania, nor forget its 
duties toward them. Russia cannot 
hand down to future geenrations a 
dishonored reputation. 

“The existing armistice at the 
front, which gave the German chan- 
cellor a pretext to formulate his ides 
of a separate peace, dishonorable to 
Russia, must cease, The countrs 
must speak its imperious word and 
send its army out to fight.”

TWENTY THOUSAND 
WOUNDED CANUCKS 
NOW IN ENGLAND 


Number of Canadians In Hos- 
pitals Increased Very 
Greatly. 


OTTAWA, Mav 20.—The number of 
invalided Canadian soldiers {n Eng- 
land on April 27, according to the 
report just received by the military 
hospitals commission, was 30,662, in- 
cluding 688 officers. There has been 
a considerable increase during the 
week, but nothing like the increase 
of the week before. ‘The total on 
April 20 was 19,469; on April 13 it 
was 15,192, 

Analysis of the latest total shows 
that between the 18th and 27th the 
number in Canadian primary hospi- 
tals rose from 2,882 to 8.089; {n Can- 
adian special hospitals from 1,684 to 
1.749; in Canadian convalescent hos- 
pitals from 8,870 to 4,265; in special 
sanatoriums, from 7 6to 89, and in 
British hospitals from 6,680 to 11,- 
470.
